The Machine Age— its Uses, Limitations, in Diagnosis 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M D. 


THE PATIENT who is always 
• 0 anx iou s to have the doctor b ack 
u p a machin# in order to make a 
diagnosis is su ffering from a deep 
seated conviction that the machine 
■ more accu rate than the hu man

b eing who is the diagnostician. 
And one reason that idea is false 
is that th# machine simply fu r- 
niehee 
some data, 
some 
facta, 
which have to go throu gh the 
diagnostician’s hu man mind b e­ 
fore they can b e interpreted, b e­ 
fore they fall into the right cate­ 
gory to form the proper conclu ­ 
sion. 
The other and perhaps b etter 
reason su ch ideas are erroneou s 
is that no machine on earth is as 
delicate and as b eau tifu lly com­ 
petent as the diagnostician’s hu ­ 
man eye. 
When a trained diagnostician 
looks at any ab normality—I care 
not what it b e— a lu mp u nder the 
skin, a pair of tonsils, an aching 
joint, he instinctively b egins to 
make notes. 
Is it red, he a*ks 
himself, is it tender, how long has 
it been there, is it an inflammation, 
or a new growth, or a degenera­ 
tion, did it start somewhere else? 
And instinctively also he is fitting 
it into his acqu aintance with the 
changes in hu man tissu es, des­ 
crib ed b y the science of pathology 
or diseased processes, u ntil finally 
he has it classified. Then he knows 
more than any machine wou ld ever 
b e ab le to tell him, what the na­ 
tu re of this ab normal process is, 
what the cau se is, what the ou t­ 
come is likely to b e, whether there 
it any way to cu rt or relieve it. 


Ex tensio n o f Visio n 
The b asis of those ju dgements 
is largely the conditions which his 
eye has b rou ght to him. 
Some­ 
times, as in the case of disease of 
the chest or the ab domen where 
it is located so deep the eye can­ 
not see it, he depends on his fin­ 
gers anil his ears. 
That is why any ex tension of 
vision is of su ch great Yr. I u t in 
medical work, We have had-ei good 
many su ch ex tensions in the last 
few years. Indeed the great valu e 
of the X-rav is that it is merely 
an ex tension of ou r eyes into 
opaqu e tissu e. It reveals what we 
might see in b ones, lu ngs, heart 


and stomach if we cou ld tear asida 
the flesh. Bu t it is no more than 
ju st the hu man eye operating 
u nder ex ceedingly favorab le cir­ 
cu mstances. 
Then we have had qu ite an a r­ 
ray of ex tensions of the eye int® 
the cavities of the b ody b y means 
of electric lighted instru ments. 
The ophthalmoscope to sec the re­ 
tina of the eye was the first of 
these. Then came the otoscope ta 
see the eardru m, and the laryngo­ 
scope to see the vocal cords. 
And 
then a series of eyes on sticks that 
cou ld b e thru st into the dark re­ 
cesses of the b ody, the cystoscope 
to see the inside of the b ladder and 
the proctoscope to see the inside 
of the rectu m. 
IVrito nesco pe and Gastro sco pe 
The latest of these ex tensions of 
the eye are the peritoneoscope and 
the gastroscope. 
The peritoneoscope is an electric 
lighted stick which can b e thru st 
throu gh a minu te opening in the 
ab dominal wall and b y moving it 
arou nd can b e pu t into position to 
« ee all the organs of that region. 
Su rgeons have long had a proced­ 
u re they called an ex ploratory la­ 
parotomy. This was u sed in cases 
which had pu zzled the attending 
physicians and su rgeons and con­ 
sisted of opening the ab domen aa 
for an operation to se# ex actly 
what was present. 
The periton­ 
eoscope does an ex ploratory la­ 
parotomy with a tenth of the fu ss. 
None b u t a local anaesthetic is re­ 
qu ired and the incision is no b ig­ 
ger than enou gh to admit a lead 
pencil. 
Many cases su pposed to 
b e cancer have b een fou nd to b « 
relatively b enign gallb ladder or 
u terine disease in this way. 
The gastrocope performs the 
same fu nction for the inside of 
the stomach. 
It is a flex ib le tu b e 
with an electric light and lenses 
in the end which the patient swal­ 
low’s so that the entire inside of 
the stomach can b e visu alized. Its 
great su ccesses have b een in the 
early recognition of cancer of the 
stomach—early enou gh so that 
they can b e su ccessfu lly removed 
su rgically.
